1 . BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED. ALL GREEK CYPRIOT PAPERS AUGUST 3 GAVE 
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HEADLINE TREATMENT TO LIFTING OF EMBARGO. EMPHASIS WAS ON 
BITTERNESS EXPRESSED BY PRESIDENT KYPRIANOU IN YESTERDAY'S 
STATEMENT (REF A), WHICH WAS CARRIED IN FULL BY MOST PAPERS, 

BUT PROMINENCE WAS ALSO GIVEN TO CONDITIONS IMPOSED BY WRIGHT 
AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BILL AND TO PRESIDENT CARTER'S STATEMENT 
AFTER THE VOTE, PARTICULARLY TO HIS OPPOSITION TO ANY SETTLEMENT 
IMPOSED BY MILITARY FORCE. IN GENERAL, LEFTIST PRESS STORIES 
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WERE MORE STRIDENTLY ANTI-AMERICAN WHILE RIGHTWING PAPERS, AL- 
THOUGH HIGHLY CRITICAL, GAVE MORE ATTENTION TO IMPLICATIONS OF 
CONDITIONS ATTACHED TO LIFTING OF EMBARGO AND TO "GREAT RESPON 
SIBILITIES" WHICH PRESIDENT KYPRIANOU ATTRIBUTED TO U.S. 

2. EDITORIALLY, GREEK LANGUAGE PAPERS GAVE NUMBER OF DIFFERENT 
INTERPRETATIONS TO LIFTING OF EMBARGO. COMMUNIST HARAVGHI AND 
SOCIALIST TA NEA SAW IT AS NATURAL RESULT OF AMERICAN AND NATO 
IMPERIALIST POLICIES AND CALLED VOTE IN HOUSE A VICTORY BY WHITE 
HOUSE, PENTAGON, AND CIA OVER 205 HONORABLE MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 
RELATIVELY MODERATE PHILELEFTHEROS CALLED VOTE A DEFEAT FOR 
MORALITY. RIGHTWING AGON SAID LIFTING OF EMBARGO WAS SERIOUS 
BLOW TO CYPRUS' STRUGGLE AND INDICATED U.S., AS WELL AS GREAT 
BRITAIN, WOULD USE THEIR VETO POWER IN SECURITY COUNCIL TO PREVENT 
SANTIONS BEING IMPOSED AGAINST TURKEY. AGON ALSO THOUGHT 
CONDITIONS OF WRIGHT AMENDMENT WERE INIMICAL TO CYPRUS' INTERESTS 
IN THAT U.S. ADMINISTRATION WOULD HAVE TO GIVE ASSURANCES TO 
CONGRESS OF TURKEY'S GOOD FAITH. THUS PORTRAYING GOC AS 
INTRANSIGENT PARTY. RIGHTWING SIMERINI COMMENTED THAPIN SPITE 
OF BITTERNESS AND INDIGNATION FELT BY CYPRIOTS, THEY SHOULD 
CONCENTRATE ON POSITIVE ASPECTS OF THE EMBARGO DECISION AND 
DIPLOMATIC EFFORTS SHOULD BE MADE TO PRESS WHITE HOUSE TO HONOR 
IT OBLIGATIONS. PRO-GOVERNMENT EI.7.V THERI KYPROS SAID PRESIDENT 
CARTER HAD BETRAYED CYPRUS AND HIS OWN PRINCIPLES AND CALLED FOR 
HELLENIC WORLD TO PUT ITS INTERESTS AHEAD OF THOSE OF 
SO-CALLED "FREE WORLD." 
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3. TURKISH CYPRIOT PRESS HAS NOT YET COMMENTED EDITORIALLY ON 
EMBARGO VOTE, BUT HAS CONFINED ITSELF TO STRAIGHT REPORTING OF 
COMMENTS OF "TFSC PRESIDENT" DENKTASH (REF B ), PRIME MINISTER 
ECEVIT, AND OTHER TURKISH LEADERS. END UNCLASSIFIED 

4. BEGIN LIMITED OFFICIAL USE COMMENT. ALTHOUGH PRESS REACTION 
IS HIGHLY CRITICAL, IT IS NOT AS HARSH AS IT WAS WHEN U.S. 
ADMINISTRATION FIRST ANNOUNCED ITS INTENTION TO LIFT EMBARGO, 
NOR IS THERE ANY INDICATION THAT PRESS INTENDS TO EMBARK ON 
PROLONGED ANTI-AMERICAN CAMPAIGN. WE BELIEVE WE DETECT A 
FEELING OF "WHAT IS DONE IS DONE AND THERE IS NO GOOD IN PRO- 
LONGING THE AGONY." NEVERTHELESS, GREEK CYPRIOTS AND OFFICIALS 
HAVE RECEIVED A SHOCK OVER LOSS OF PRESSURE ON TURKEY PROVIDED 
BY EMBARGO AND THEIR ATTITUDES TOWARD U.S. ARE BOUND TO BE 
ADVERSELY AFFECTED BY IT. END LIMITED OFFICIAL USE. 
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
